c. Claim 22. (currently amended) A computer readable storage medium 
embodying a computer program, wherein the computer program comprising, 
upon receiving a query about an address of a first apparatus from a second 
apparatus, sending a query about the address of the first apparatus to a third 
apparatus;

e. Claim 25. (currently amended) An address notification apparatus 
comprising: 

connecting means for connecting a network; and 

notifying means for notifying a second apparatus of an address of a first 
apparatus upon reception of a query about the address of the first apparatus 
from the second apparatus via the network connected by the connecting means, 

wherein the notifying means sends a query about the address of the first 
apparatus to a third apparatus, and before a result of the connection test has 
been obtained notifies the second apparatus of, as an expiration time of the 
address of the first apparatus, a second expiration time shorter than the first 
expiration time of the address of the first apparatus that is obtained from the third 
apparatus together with the address of the first apparatus, and 
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wherein after an affirmative result of the connection test has been obtained, 
the second apparatus is notified of, as an expiration time of the address of the 
first apparatus, a third expiration time based on the first expiration time of the 
address of the first apparatus that is obtained from the third apparatus together 
with the address of the first apparatus.
